In his eagerness to make a good day's 


picking, it is natural he should select the 
larger bolls, and many of the smaller ones 
•ire consequently entirely overlooked; and 
as he only makes one ^rab at a bofl, those 
tufts which he misses lA the hulls are also 
left behind; the amount q{ cotton thus 
lust is very large, in fact so great is this 
unavoidable waste, that it is calculated 
over f5'~; of Ihe entire crop is lost, and 
LiM year more than one million biles are 
fstim.ited as having leen left behind in 
[he fit-Ids in this way, a complete loss to 
the planters of over £33,000,000. 


Owing to the difficulty in procuring 


necessary help during Ihe picking season, 
ilie demand being beyond the supply, it 
happens that many planters have to let 
thfir crops stand,only o be ploughed into 
the ground again. P 


The picking is done between the months 


of September and Jaruary, and it takes 
from one to two millions of hands from 
fifty to sixty days to gather the crop. 


As soon as the picking season com- 


mtores, the planter's troubles- begin.

town to get his pickers, very often losing 
his whole day hunting around-; and only

but a1 "sculptor In grease" IB something 
of a novelty In the art world. Neverthe- 
less Washington possesses such a phe- 
nomenal artist, who finds scope for the 
exhlbltioi of his genius, not In classic or 
plastic cay, but models has reliefs in 
lard and justs in putterine, according to 
the Post ot that city. His na'me is E. C. 
Ford, and his studio Is ac the west of Cen- 
ter Marked. 


The way Mr. Ford entered upon his ar- 


tistic cnrear was entirely ;by accident. It 
Is his custom to pile fifty tor sixty pounds 
of lard upon his counter,' and one day be 
carelessly picked up a knife and carved a 
bas-relief portrait in the side. It was 
merely an ideal head, drawn at random, 
but possessed such merit as to attract con- 
siderable attention and custom from the 
marketers. Senator Manderson, who hap- 
pened along, was struck with the portrait, 
which he declared to be n remarkable like- 
ness of Hli Walter Raleigh. 


Since then Mr. Ford has continued hts 


experiments, and 'developed considerable 
skill in manipulating his novel material 
for modelling. His tools are ordinary 
carving knives, with which he chisels out 
the rough Isome Ideal face. The features 
are afterward modelled and smoothed by 
the flngeri, the warmth of which renders 
the lard elastic.
